The following Act, regulating the 
marking and inspection of packages 
contalning fruit, was passed during 
the last session of the Dominion Par- 
lUsment, and assented to on the 23rd 
of May, 11901. Cited

Niagara Falla, Ont., July 15. — A 
thrilling ineident occurred at the 
Whirlpool yesterday afternoon short- 
dy alter the securing of Graham and 
his barrel, that nearly cost two lads 
their lives. 

It seems several hundred men - and 
boys were down along the shore at 
the Whirlpool, quite a number of 
‘whom were = in’ bathing = in 
Waters of the Pool, 
the day being Intensely hot. 
One young lad named Coyle, about 
17 years of age, who could not swim, 
was stripped and xsplasbing: in the 
Water on the shore hanging on to a 
rock,"when the rushing current came 
in on him, broke his hold and = car- 
ried him out into the swift current. 

Tis |comrades saw him floundering 

in the water and being carried out 
to the vortex of the pool. One. of 
them named Griffith, about 19 years 
old, an expert awimmer, sprang to 
his assistance, swimming out to him. 
By this time Coyle was sinking and 
wan several feet below the water 
when young Grifith dove down and 
grabbded hold of him. Coyle, in his 
frenzy, clutched Griffith around the 
neck and rendered him useless either 
to azsiat Coyle or save himself. The 
two Loys were 100 [cet from shore 
in a wwift surging current of 50 {pet 
of water. 
‘The crowd saw death for both lads, 
when Archio Donald and Ed. New- 
jaan, two young men standing on 
shore, threw off only heir coats and 
hats, sprang intg the current and 
swam out fo them. Donald reached 
the drowning boys first as they 
Were sinking, clutched together tight- 
ly. He broke their hold, and, hands 
ing Griffth’s jimp form to Newman, 
the two young men swam = ashore 
with the les. Heady hands soon 
resuscitated both lads by rubbing 
and pumping their mba. 

Donald and Newman, who saved 
both the lads from drowning, cer- 
tainly deservo credit, as well as 
young Griffith for his prompt action 
to save his comrade that so nearly 
cost him his life.
